The Covering or Cloak That Will Not Hide Our Guilt 


The Hiding Place in Jesus That Covers Our Sins 


S I feel the touch of God’s great 

hand on me this morning, I feel I 
will have to try to write on this great 
subject. 

The first thing we must realize is 
our helpless and dependent condition 
without God. Do we know we are 
wretched, miserable, poor, blind, and 
naked when we have not a covering of 
the Spirit of God? Rev, 3:14-22. We 
hear God as He warns the alliances with 
Egypt. “Woe to the rebellious children, 
saith the Lord, that take counsel, but not 
of me; and that cover with a covering, 
but not of my spirit, that they may add 
sin to sin: that walk to go down in 
Egypt, and have not asked at my mouth; 
to strengthen themselves in the strength 
of Pharaoh, and to trust in the shadow 
of Egypt! Therefore shall the strength of 
Pharaoh be your name, and the trust in 
the shadow of Egypt your confusion. 
For the Egyptians shall help in vain, and 
to no purpose: therefore have I cried 
concerning this, Their strength is to sit 
still. Now go, write it before them in a 
table, and note it in a book, that it may 
be for time to come for ever and ever.” 
Isa. 30:1-3, 7, 8. 

As we hear the dear Lord in Isa. 28: 
1-23 pronouncing woes and giving warn- 
ings to the crown of pride and drunk- 
ards of Ephraim, and seeing this same 
handed down to now, we are made to 
shake with fear, and the spirit of exhor- 
tation is stirred within us as we see them 
making lies their refuge and hiding under 
falsehood. I tell you, dear hearts, there is 
going to be an awful disappointment for 
those who are disputing the measure. For 
judgment is laid to the line, and right- 
eousness to the plummet. It won’t be a 
bunch of holiness folks disturbing, sing- 
ing, shouting, and praising God because 
some one has got saved from a life of sin; 
but weeping, gnashing of teeth, and cry- 
ing for the rocks and mountains to fall 
on them and hide them from the face of 
Him that sitteth on the throne. 

Sure, these no-hell folks, wolves in 
sheep’s clothing, and nudist church mem- 
bers who don’t believe in holiness, who 
have no covering of the Holy Spirit, have 
failed to wash their robes and make them 
white in the blood of the Lamb, they are 
going to need a covering and are going 
to cry for a covering after it is too late. 
Oh, how sad! God help us to stay ready, 
anoint our eyes and help us to take a 
walk around ourselves and see if our gar- 
ments are unspotted from the world. We 
can’t even use liberty for a cloak of ma- 
liciousness. Kindness goes with godliness, 
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and to be clothed with humility is a great 
blessing and makes us always able to re- 
buke sin in the spirit of meekness. 

So many have gotten a little convic- 
tion some time or other and have grabbed 
the ecclesiastic covering of some church 
and began pulling, but I want to declare 
to you that the bed is too short and the 
cover too narrow. Isa. 28:20. The all- 
seeing eye of God looks right through 
that old sheep hide and sees that old 
thievish, hypocritical, wolfish heart. We 
can still hear the Lord saying, “Woe to 
a rebellious children that take counsel 
but not of me; that cover with a cover- 
ing, but not of my spirit.” “He that hath 
not the Spirit of Christ is none of His.” 


Rom. 8:9-13. Nationality, personality, 
and intellectuality will not cover our 
guilt. O God, give us that meek and 


humble spirit to bear witness with your 
Spirit for as many as are led by the Spirit 
of God they are the sons of God. As the 
body without the Spirit is dead so faith 
without works is dead. James 2:14-26. 

“Can a fig tree, my brethren, bear olive 
berries? either a vine, figs? so can no 
fountain both yield salt water and fresh. 
Who is a wise man and endued with 
knowledge among you? let him shew out 
of a good conversation his works with 
meekness of wisdom,” James 3:10-18. 
“Be ye holy in all manner of conversa- 
tion.” We hear Him say, “Be ye holy for 
I am holy.” “Draw nigh to God, and he 
will draw nigh to you. Cleanse your 
hands, ye sinners; and purify your hearts, 
ye double minded.” James 4:8. 

Look out, you self-righteous, sinning 
Christians, that don’t believe in holiness. 
Off comes the cover and here you stand 
all ragged and dirty, saying there is none 
good, no not one; poor, blind, and naked 
before a sin-revenging God, that gives a 
just recompense of reward to every one 
as his works shall be. Can we hide under 
what we have been? Is it what we think 
we are? No, it is what God knows us to 
be and what His Word tells us to be. 

We hear Him telling us in Matt. 7:15, 
22, 23, “Beware of false prophets, which 
come to you in sheep’s clothing, but in- 
wardly they are ravening wolves, Many 
will say to me in that day, Lord, Lord, 
have we not prophesied in thy name? and 
in thy name have cast out devils? and 
in thy name done many wonderful 
works? And then will I profess unto 
them, I never knew you: depart from 
me, ye that work iniquity.” We see the 
picture of these fellows again in Matt. 
15:7-9, “Ye hypocrites, well did Esaias 
prophesy of you, saying, This people draw 


nigh unto me with their mouth, and 
honoreth me with their lips; but their 
heart is far from me. But in vain they 
do worship me, teaching for doctrines 
the commandments of men.” 


“Beware lest any man spoil you 
through philosophy and vain deceit, af- 
ter the tradition of men, after the rudi- 
ments of the world, and not after 
Christ,” Col. 2:8-18. “There is a way 
thar seemeth right unto man but the end 
thereof are the ways of death,” Prov. 14: 
12. God is seeking such to worship, not 
the gods of this world, but worship Him 
in spirit and in truth, So many are 
worshiping the creature more than the 
Creator. Even here in our civilized 
America our women will spend  every- 
thing they can rake and scrape for Wool- 
worth decorations for their pretty little 
necks and ears and for a permanent, and 
then pity the poor foreign countries and 
wonder why conditions are as they are in 
America. Just now I call to memory a 
preacher who told me her husband wasn’t 
making enough to feed their children and 
in a few days she was wearing a two dol- 
lar and a half permanent wave. Her hus- 
band was telling me about it and sham- 
ing her for doing it. No wonder some 
are backsliding. “Pure and undefiled re- 
ligion before God is to visit the father- 
less and widows in their affliction and to 
keep himself unspotted from the world,” 
James 1:26, 27. “Love not the world 
neither the things that are in the world. 
If any man love the world, the love of 
the Father is not in him. For all that is 
in the world, the lust of the flesh and 
the lust of the eye, and the pride of life, 
is not of the Father but is of the world.” 
1 John 2:15, 16; 3:2, 3. 


Well, the light is turned on and you 
can’t hide, and He sent me to tell you 
that you can’t hide, deacon, bishop, evan- 
gelist, nor any one else (1 John 1), but 
if our gospel be hid (2 Cor. 4:3-6). 
Without a life hid with Christ in God, 
Spirit-filled and thrilled, bearing great 
big juicy fruit of the Spirit, we will nev- 
er make the landing, for Christ is coming 
for the Church, His equal, without spot 
or wrinkle or any such thing. Eph. 5:25-

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The Run for Supremacy

EXT, Matt. 23:12, “And whosoever 

shall exalt himself shall be abased.” 
We notice in the context the Pharisee. 
We see him doing things to be seen of 
men, also they love the uppermost rocm 
at feasts and the chief seats in the syno- 
gogues. This is not the way that Jesus 
wanted His followers to be. He wants 
us to be humble and let Him exalt us. 
But the spirit of “I am better than he” 
(Luke 18:11) is creeping in among the 
professed Christians of to-day. 

The Holy Ghost was given to teach us 
of Jesus, John 16:12, 13; 14:15. Now 
the run for supremacy may seem good 
for awhile but it will not last. Brother, 
it has an end! You may, by your fair 
speech, get to the top room and do like 
the Pharisee did (Matt, 23:6), but they 
were disowned at the first advent of Je- 
sus. So will all that exalt themselves at 
the second advent. Notice Luke 14:7, 8. 
Friend, who is the more honorable one 
of the eighth verse? It is the one that 
followed the man who had power to exalt 
him. It is the spirit of Antichrist that 
makes men try to aspire to prominent of - 
fices. See 2 Thess. 2:4. We should let the 
Holy Ghost make us efficient for the 
position and if He does not, we do not 
need any position. Compare Acts 20:28. 
Will you take heed to yourself (not the 
other fellow) and do what God’s Word 
says? A man who is filled with the Spirit 
will not try to scatter the children of 
God. A man who is trying to aspire to 
an office within self does not mind scat- 
tering the flock. His idea is, “I'll get 
where I have started,” if it does scatter 
the poor sheep among the wolves. 

As long as the sheep are in the fold the 
wolf has a poor chance. Paul said, “Of 
your ownselves shall men arise speaking 
perverse things to draw disciples after 
them.” Carefully notice this verse. First, 
“of your ownselves shall men arise.” A 
man that is a member of any organiza- 
tion can do more hurt than an outsider. 
So with the Church of God. Why? Be- 
cause they can speak perverse things with- 
in the ranks, things contrary to the es- 
tablished teaching. Why do they do this? 
To draw away disciples, real followers of 
Christ, after them, This goes along with 
the run for supremacy. 

The world is in the mad race for su- 
premacy. It will take plenty of fasting 
and praying to keep it out of our ranks. 
Notice Paul’s instructions in regard to 
this subject, Acts 20:31, ‘Therefore 
watch, and remember.” Also what Jesus 
said, Mark 13:37, “And what I say un- 
to you I say unto all, Watch.” Note 
verse 36, “Lest coming suddenly he find 


you sleeping,” i. e., not looking for His 
coming, but looking for supremacy. Paul 
said he ceased not to warn every one 
night and day with tears, v. 31. That is 
what we need to-day—more tears and less 
politics, It is time to pray and stay hum- 
ble and let God exalt us. See Isa. 14: 13- 
15. Note the “I wills” of Lucifer. “For 
thou hast said in thine heart, I will as- 
cend into heaven, I will exalt my throne 
above the stars of God: I will sit also 
upon the mount of the congregation, in 
the sides of the north: I will ascend 
above the heights of the clouds; I will 
be like the most High.” God’s answer 
was, “Yet thou shalt be brought down 
(not up) to hell, to the sides of the pit.” 
Remember the text, Matt. 23:12. 

An exalted spirit crept into the early 
church by way of false doctrine. We had 
better be on the alert or it will get in on 
us to-day and destroy our victory. When 
a physician visits a patient, he strikes at 
the disease that he may effect a cure. 
If the disease is bad, he has to work 
harder. False doctrine is a bad disease and 
we need to give the remedy that will cure 
it. Read Gal. 1: 6-10. The remedy is, 
“Let him be accursed,” i. e., if he will 
not be conformed to God’s Word. Con- 
forming to God’s Word will stop the run 
for supremacy and help us in the race 
to WIN THE INCORRUPTIBLE 
CROWN. 

2 Tim. 2:4-6, “No man that warreth 
entangleth himself with the affairs of 
this life; that he may please him who 
hath chosen him to be a soldier. And if 
a man strive for masteries, yet is he not 
crowned, except he strive lawfully. The 
husbandman that laboreth must be first 
partaker of the fruits.” To strive law- 
fully, all must strive honestly, humbly, 
etc. See Rom. 16:17, “Now I beseech 
you, brethren, mark them which cause 
divisions and offences contrary to the 
doctrine which ye have learned and avoid 
them.” Webster says avoid means to 
shun, to elude. Note what kind of peo- 
ple they are in verse 18, “For they that 
are such serve not our Lord Jesus Christ, 
but their own belly; and by good words 
and fair speeches deceive the hearts of 
the simple.” 

For conclusion read 1 Cor. 9:25-27. 
This run is not for supremacy, but for 
an incorruptible crown. Please do not 
run uncertainly, nor as one that beateth 
the air, but bring yourself under sub- 
jection lest your preaching to others be 
void and your self be a castaway. 

Application.— What will you do? Give 
the more earnest heed. Lay hold on eter- 
nal life. Make the calling and election 
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sure “Let this mind be in you, which was 
also in Christ Jesus.*******he humbled 
himself, and became obedient unto death, 
even the death of the cross. Wherefore 
God also hath highly exalted him.” Phil. 
2:5, 8, 9. The crown of righteousness is 
for all who love His appearing. 2 Tim. 
4:8.

Also that 
the children under the age of eighteen 
be excepted from paying until they are 
eighteen years of age and yet be en- 
titled to benefit if the church is faith- 
ful in the payments. The aged ministers’ 
pension joining fee is 25c and one pen- 
ny for each year of your age is to be 
paid annually for the benefit of aiding 
our old ministers after they reach the age 
of sixty years. I am young and I belong 
to it but I love to help others that I 
might reap also. I am growing older all 
the time. 

Now this Assembly was the best of 
all the past. I believe I am speaking the 
sentiment of all who were present.—
